According to A. A. Hansen, weed 
specialist on the Purdue .staff, the 
white snakeroot should be destroyed 
by hand pulling during the months o f

September when

white flowers make the in ­

plants 
conspicuous 
and 
easy to locate. 


The plants are shallow rooted and
